When Saving £1 a Week Cost Britain 
£850 a Year. 


Over twen‘y, years ago a tried and 
trusted servant in the employment of 
the Hampton Court Palace authori- 
ties became entitled to a pension. 

In the ordinary way this would 
have been about a pound a week; 
but his employers suggested that in 


stead of taking a pension he should | 


manage the famous Hampton Court 
Maze, and trust to the receipts for his 
income, the authorities guaranteeing 
to maintain the Maze and keep it 
clean, free of cost to the manager. 

After some hesitation the employe 
agreed, and the result more than 
astonished him. 

During the first year his receipts 
were over £600, the second brought in 
nearly £900, and during every year of 


, the twenty he occupied as manager of 


the Maze his income averaged £850 
When it is pointed out that all this 
money came to him in pennies—the 
charge for admission to the Maze—it 
will seem incredible. 

The state has made many bad bar 
gains in the past, owing to a want 
of knowledge and foresight on the 
part of the officials. Thus the great 
chair question in the public parks of 
London was dealt with in a very 
peculiar manner, 

An ex-royal servant, in the person 
of a middle-aged lady, was given the 


right to let 2,000 chairs in Hyde Park | 


and the Green Park in lieu of a small 
peneton. For many years the old 
ady coined money, though the exact 
amount of her income was never 
made known.

SOME RARE BOOKS. 


The Gutenberg Bible Is Now Worth 


$20,000. 

The mest valuable printed book in 
the world is t.; 
which was printed at Mainz, Germany 
the first printed book. Its present 


value would be hard to determine, as | 


no copy has recently come up for 
sale, but the price steadily advances. 
In 1884 a copy in London brought 
$19,500, in 1897 the Ashburnham copy 
on vellum sold for $20,000. The late 
Robert Hoe estimated that it would 
not be long before the price of one of 
these rare copies would come to $50,- 
000. 


After the Gutenberg Bible, Robt. H. 
Dodd, who is an authority on rare 
books, places the Psalter, dated 1457, 
which is the first book printed with 
a date. It has been said that this 


book, if offered for sale would bring | 


over $50,000. 
A copy of the same Psalter, dated 
1459 was bought by Quaritch in Lon- 


| don for something like $12,500. This | 


book passed into the possession of 
Theodore Irving, of Oswego, N. Y., 
and later, wit!. his library, into the 
possession of J. P. Morgan. 

The “Receyyell of the History of 
Troy, printed by William Caxton, the 
first English printer, 1469-71, comes 
third on the list, eng the first book 
printed in the English language. There 
are only a few copies of it known, 
and of these few a still smaller num- 
ber are perfect. 

The first edition of Chaucer’s “Can- 
terbury Tales,” printed about 1478, is 
very rare and valuable, as are the 
1485 edition of Sir Thomas Malory’s 
“Morte d’Arthur,” and the First Folio 
Shakespeare. A copy of the First 
Folio now in the library of a collector 
sold at the Van Antwerp sale in Lon- 
don a few years ago for $18,000. 

Extremely valuable as being the 
only perfect copy known is that of 
the first edition of {hakespeare’s 
“Venus and Adonis,” the first book 
of Shakespeare's to be published. 

Rounding out the ten most valuable 
printed book in the world, Mr. Dodd 
would place the 1459 edition of the 
Psalter mentioned above in the final 
place on the list. 

As shedding some light on the sub- 
fees it may be mentioned that not 


| long since the library of Mr. Howard | 
| Willetts, of White Plains, N.H., was 


destroyed by fire, and he engaged Mr. 
Wendell, an appraiser of-rare books, 
to estimate his loss. The prices plac- 
ed on some of them are fairly stag- 
gering to ordinary mortals. For in- 
stance, a set of Cruikshankiana is 
estimated at $35,875, and an original 
edition of Thackeray's writings at 
$25,250. These values are not guessed 
at, however, but are founded on a 
thorough acquaintance with the re- 
cords of sales of rare books, coupled 
with a knowledge possessed only by 
experts, of the present state of the 
market for such luxuries. The de- 
Willetts, ac- 
cording to Mr. Wendell, was worth 
more than $90,000. For his services 
the appraiser charged $4,500, and was 
awarded $3.5 by a trial jury. In 
court the judg» reduced this sum to 
$2,500, on the ground that the com- 
pensation of such an expert should 
not be over $20,000 a year, 


Sterling Tribute From the G.O.M. 


Lord Kilbracken, who has recently 
taken his seat in the House of Lords

on his elevation to the peerage, will | 


be best remembered as Sir Arthur 
Godley, K.C.3., Permanent Under- 
Secretary of State at the India Office. 

A Fellow of his college at Oxford, 
a barrister, and then private secretary 
to the late Mr. Gladstone, he became 
Coromissioner of Inland Kevenue for 
a brief year, and then Under-Secre- 
tary for India at the early age of 
thirty-six. All business transacted in 
the United Kingdom relating to the 
Government of India came under his 
personal supervision. 

It is an axiom that the work of real 
government o; the Empire devolves 


largely on the permanent officials, and | 


the smoothness with which the ad- 
ministration of the India Office pro- 
ceeded during Lord Kilbracken’s long 
reign of a quarter of a century was 
in no small measure due to his devo- 
tion, judgment, and tact. Mr. Glad- 
stone once remarked that Lord Kil- 
bracken was one of the ablest public 
servants with whom he had come in 
contact in his long career. 

Lord Kilbracken’s services were re- 
warded with a barony a little more 
than a year ago, but he was not able 
to sit in the House of Lords until a 
few weeks ago. 

His lordship’s father, the late Mr. 
John Godley, of Killegan, County 
Leitrim, was Assistant Under-Secre 
tary of State for War. 


Lord Creat Chamberlain, 


Having been selected to act as Lord 
Great Chamberlain at the crowning ot 
King George, Earl Carrington will be- 
come entitled to forty ells of crimson 
velvet, a gilt basin from the King, 
and a money payment of $1,000 for his 
services, the latter perquisite having 
taken the place of that consisting of 
the furniture of the room in which 
the sovereign slept on the night be- 
for his coronation, to which, in for- 
mer days, the Lord Great Chamber- 
lain was entitled. Lord Carrington 
was one of the late King Edward's old- 
est friends.

A 
large landowner, his lordship has the 
reputation of being one of the most 
liberal and sympathetic landlords in 
the kingdom, and a strong supporter 
of the small holdings movement.

CHRISTIAN CREEDS 


Which Is the True Gospel and What 
Must Our Creeds Sacrifice for 

Christian Union? 

London, April 2.—Pastor Russell ad- 
dressed the huge Convention at Royal | 
Albert Hall to-night. Few preachers 
are so well known in Great Britain as | 
he. Many of the leading newspapers, 
both here and in America, publish his 
weekly discourses. He took for his 
text, “1 am not ashamed of the Gos- 
pel of Christ’ (Romans i, 16). He 


said :— ; 

Let us approach our subject rever- 
ently! With reverence, because many 
ef our creeds are white with cen- 
turies. They were the creeds of our 
fathers and mothers. They must not) 
be handled ruthlessly, unkindly But 
we must approach the subject with 
courage because it is a Christian duty. 
For long centuries God’s people have 
been divided into sects and parties, 
eeparated by creedal fences. At one 
time they gloried in their differences | 
and destroyed one another in their 
geal for what they believed to be the 

h. } 
hee we seen more clearly that 
none of our creeds are without flaw. 
Now we are willing—yea, glad, to 
take the Truth wherever we find it 
and to acknowledge the error, though 
it be our own. The oneness of the 
Church requires that we should have 
this courage! The interests of the 
world demand it! We have come here | 
realizing that the time for covering 
errors, of which we are ashamed, is 
past; taat the time for reverencing 
God and His Word has come. Who- 
ever thus approaches the subject can- 
not fail of a blessing from Seaver, 

armony with the aster’s prayer, 
eBenetity them through Thy Truth; 
Thy Word is Truth” (John xvii, 17). 

Our topic must be. What is the Goss 
pel of which St. Paul was not ashams | 
ed—"‘the faith once delivered unto the 
saints’—‘‘one Lord, one Faith, ona 
Baptism” (Jude 3; Ephesians iv, 5). 

The speaker showed that the Roman 
Catholic Church, in order to unite with 
others, would need to cut out of her 
creed everything not found in the 
Bible—prayers to saints, homage to 
pictures and images, the sacrifice o 
the mass, holy candles, holy water, 
Purgatory, the infallibility of the Popa 
and the general theasy that the clergy 
alone are the Chur™ and brethren ot 
Christ, and the laity are merely the 
children of the Church. He Sennen 

dged that so great a concession couk 
panroely be pected at once; that 
the study of the Bible must prepare 
Catholics to accept it as the only 
standard of the ‘faith once delivered 
to the saints.” 

The Protestant Episcopal creed next 
had attention. Little that was objec- 
tionable was found, One point alone 
could cause any hesitancy, he was 
sure—Apostolic Succession. He urged 
that no Scripture could be found sus- 
taining this theory in clear terms. On 
the contrary, he gave numerous cita- 
tions in proof that the twelve Apos- 
tles only possessed agro inspira- 
tion and were directly under Diving 
control—St. Paul taking the place of 
Judas. These are the twelve founda- 
tion stones of the New Jerusalem, | 
and the foundations of the holy temple 
mentioned by St. Peter—the twelve 
authorized by the Master to bind or 
to loose from doctrines and practices 
(Matt. xviii, 18). : 

The Westminster Confession, the 
foundation of the majority of Pro- 
testant creeds, distinctly emphasizes 
the teaching of Brother John Calvin. 
We can all agree that the words elect 
and election, predestinated and fore- 
ordained are Scriptural terms and 
that a truth must underlie and per- 
vade them. But it will give none of 
us any pain to repudiate entirely the 
peculiar definitions attached to these 
words by Brother Calvin. Surely we 
are all prepared to deny that a God 
of Justice, Wisdom, Love and Power 
foreordained and predestinated from | 
before the foundation of the world 
that everybody but the “elect” should 
go to eternal torment! If we cannot 
all agree as to what these terms | 
mean, we can unite in denying the 
atrocious doctrines of the past which | 
have so greatly dishonored our Creator | 
and ourselves and which have driven 
so many honest minds away from 
God wy from His Book. 
| Baptists and Disciples, Pastor Rus- 
sell declared, have something further 


to surrender. Surely they may keep | 


jwater immersion. Surely they may 
claim that, more fully than sprink- 
ling, it represents the underlying 
thought expressed in the symbol, The | 
unreasonable and unscriptural thing 
jwhich they must renounce in favor 
of union is that water immersion is 
a test of membership in the Church

The Pastor could not think that the 
Baptist and Disciple brethren would 
have much difficulty in rejecting 
water immersion, as a test of Ohris- 
tian fellowship, if once they saw thee 
matter in its true light, thus: The 


Disciples, in holding that immersion | 


in water is for the remission of sins, 
are claiming, in fact, that all not 
thus immersed are lost — doomed to 
eternal torment, according to their, 


theory. Baptists should see the ab-| 


surdity of claiming that only the wat- 
er immersed are members of the 
Church of Christ, for thus, according’ 
to their theory, they doom to eterna! 
torture, as unsaved, all of their Chris 
tian brethren who have not been im- 
mersed. Surely Baptists and Disci- 
ples, therefore, may be expected to 
romptly and heartily repudiate these 
- t po Mon of their theories. 

The Methodist Creed was next ex- 
amined. It was commended for the 


rominence it gives to the Love of 
jod and His forbearance with the 
misrepresentations of those who hon- 
estly seek to be His children. The 
speaker asked the Methodist brethren 
to forego the worshipping of their 
Church and to give the more homage 
to the Lord. He admitted the master- 
fulness of their organization, but re- 


minded them that their Episcopacy is } 


not modeled after anything shown in 
the New Testament. It does not even 
pees nd to be an authority along the 
ines of Apostolic Succession. They 
must admit that the establishment of 
its Bishopric was, at least, semi- 
fraudulent—a supposed emergency, 
born of the error that an Episcopal 
ordination was necessary to an auth- 
ority to preach, 

Unitedly we must all acknowledge 
that we grossly misunderstood the

The speaker submitted 
that it is. and believes that all Chris- 
tians could heartily unite and fellow- 
sip upon its broad basis. | 

John Calvin and our forefathers 
were right in declaring that the Scrip- 
tures teach the “election’’ of a “‘little 
flock’; but they were wrong in claim- 
ing that the great mass of humanity, 
the non-elect, are ‘passed by,’’ routed | 
for eternal torture. On the contrary 
they all go to the Bible hell, the 
grave. They are all unconscious there. 
The Divine promise guarantees the re- | 
surrection of the dead, both the just 
and the unjust, by One Who gave His 
life for their redemption—‘‘Who died, 
the Just for the unjust” (I. Peter iii, 
13). 

In a word, morely the “called of 
God” are being dealt with in the pres- 
ent time, although the remainder of 
mankind are having a ‘‘witness’’ and 
are learning lessons which will be 
valuable to them when their trial time 
shall come. We have not in the past 
sufficiently noted the difference be- 
tween the Church and the world, The 
Church is invited to walk the ‘‘narrow 
way” in the footprints of the Redeem. , 
er, bearing the cross with him.

Welsh Social Outlaw Finds This | 


World a 'Wretched Sort of Place. 


Many centuries ago there lived a | 


Greek philosopher who got it into his 
head that life was a lamentable thing 
He was a man of great eloquence ana 


he went about declaiming to multi- | 
tudes and drawing for them the dis. | 


mal conditions of mortal man. “Life 
is no better than death! Life is no 
better than death!” 

So vividly did he paint the horrors 
of life that many who heard him 
committed suicide. His journey from 
town to town was marked by a trail 
of self-inflicted murder. One day 
after he had finished speaking ap 
attentive listener went up to him and 
asked: 


why do you not die yourself?” 
“Because,” returned the philoso. 

pher, with his most convincing man- 

ner, “death is no better than life.’ 


Not wholly unlike the teachings of | 


this pessimistic Greek were the eyni- 


cal remarks of Richard Parr, 28 years | 


of age, the other day, before receiv- 
ing his three years’ sentence to penal 


servitude in a Welsh prison.

The Fundamental Principles of the

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


| LESSON III._SECOND QUARTER, 
FOR APRIL 16, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, John xx, 1-18. 
Memory Verses, 15,. 16—Goiden 


Text, Luke xxiv, 34—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We have the choice this week of a 
lesson on Joash, the boy king, or a 
resurrection lesson, and as next week 
we shall have another lesson on Joash 
we choose the Easter lesson for this 
week. The resurrection of Jesus from 
the dead is in many respects the 
greatest topic in the Scriptures, for 
if Christ be not risen preaching is 
vain, faith is vain, there is no for- 
giveness of sins, and no one is saved 
(1 Cor. xv, 14, 17, 18). 

His great atonement includes His 
perfect life in a mortal body, His 
death in our stead bearing our sins, 
His resurrection from the dead, all of 
which may be included in the saying, 
“The precious blood of Christ” (1 Pet, 
i, 19). At present, as our great high 
priest, He is at the right hand of God, 
for us, and He will come again to re- 
ceive His body, the church, and to set 
up His kingdom of peace and right- 
eousness on this earth 

That the Messiah of Israel, the grea 
_That the Messiah of Israel, the great 
King, should be a man was plainly 
foretold in Gen. iii, 16; xxii, 18; Deut, 
xviii, 18; Isa. ix, 6, 7, and many other 


places. That He should be @ man 
risen from the dead, an immortal 
man, was also foretold in Gen. iii, 15; 
II Sam. vii 13, 16; Isa. ix liii, 10, 
11; Ps xvi, 10; xxii, 22, 28, and 


elsewhere, and forshadowed in Isaac, 
and Joseph and Jonah as well as in 
the two birds of Lev. xiv and the two 
goats of Lev. xvi 

When He was on earth in His hu- 
miliation He repeatedly foretold His 
death and resurrection in such pas- 
sages as John ii, 19-21; Matt. xii, 40; 
xvi, 4, 21; xvii, 23; xx, 19; xxvi, 64, 
and yet even His own disciples did 
not receive it, for in verse 9 of our 
lesson we read that even Peter and 
John “knew not the Scripture that He 
‘must rise again from the dead.” He 
said to the two with whom He walk- 
jed to Emmaus, who were so cast 
down because of His death, and se 
disappointed because He had not re- 
deemed Israel, “O fools, and slow of 
heart to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken.” He also said to the 
disciples in the upper room that same 
evening, “All things must be fulfilled 
which were written in the law of 
Moses and in the prophets and in the 
psalms concerning me’ (Luke xxiv, 
25, 44). 

He appeared at least ten times to 
one or more of His disciples during 
those forty days between His resur- 
rection and ascension from Olivet, five 
times on the first day, and our lesson 
tells of His first appearance, and that 
was to Mary Magdalene (Mark xvi, 
9. We do not find that Mary of 
Bethany was with the other women at 
the tomb on the resurrection morn- 
ing, for she seems to have believed 
what He had said about His death 
and resurrection, and she anointed 
Him beforehand for His burial (Matt. 
xxvi, 12; Mark xv, 8). The purchase 
, Of spices by the other women was an 
act of love, but not of faith, for had 
they believed that He would rise 
again they would not have purchased 
spices with which to anoint His body. 

As soon as Mary Magdalene saw 
that the stone was rolled away from 
the sepuleher she ran back to tell 
Peter and John, and they both ran to 
the tomb, and both went in, Peter go- 
ing first, and saw the linen clothes 
, evidently as when His body had been 
jin them, and the napkin that was 
about His head wrapped together in 
a place by itself, and they believed 
that He was risen and went away 
again unto their own home. Mary, 
having returned to the tomb, remain- 
ed and was so intent upon finding the 
body of her Lord that she had no eyes 
even for angels, and when Jesus Him- 
self spoke to her she supposed Him 
to be the gardener, so blinding is un- 
believing grief. 

Not until he called her by name did 
she recognize Him. One of the pre- 
cious words of the Spirit to my soul 
is found in Isa, xliii, 1, ‘Fear not, for 
I have redeemed thee. I have called 
thee by thy name; thou art mine.” 
How wonderously gracious of our 
| Lord to appear to Mary and speak to 
her while on His way to His Father 
(verse 17), and how wondrous His 
words to her, and through her to us, 
|My Father and your Father, my 
God and your God.” 

If we would only believe fully that 
He has made us one with Himself, a 
part of Himself, children of God and 
joint heirs with Himself, it does seem 
jas if our lives would declare that 
Jesus lives, 

Note the words with which He 
greeted the disciples that evening and

you” (verses 19, 21, 26), and remem- 
| ber John xiv, 27; Jer. xxix, 11, See

CHOLERA IN INDIA. 


Hew Mahomedans Seek to Avert tive | 


' 

| Dread Plague. } 
{ During the past century cholera has 

| made frequent ravages in India, 


which this year also has crept into 
; the valley silently along with the 

Hindu pilgrims, ash-besmeared fa- 
«irs, little children, men and women | 
from every part of India on their way | 
up to the sacred caves of Amarnath | 
|—which are situated in the snow- 
covered mountains at the top of the 
valley—either by the pass over the 
Pir Panjal range or ey? the 125 
| miles of road which leads here from 
the nearest railroad station, Rawal 
Pindi, in the Punjab. 

Despatches describe the methods to 
avert the cholera adopted by these 
semi-developed Mahomedans, who 
have many superstitions, more of a 
Hindu character than in accordanece 
| with the faith they profess to follow. 

A small party of men and women 
parade up and down following some 
leadera with a long pole from the top 
of which flutters a small triangular 
flag, the very shape of which is Hin- 
du, and a couple of tom-toms; this 's 
to invoke the aid of some of the many 
saints these people worship. The 
fact that the pilgrims carry “chatis” 
is due to a brilliant notion arrived 
; at by the chief “‘mullah,” or priest, 

of a mosque situated on the hill 

crowned by the fort of Akbar, whieh 
| is seen in the distance. He had a 
vision this year, and in consequence 
it was noised abroad that the tank 
of the holy edifice, which had lain 
parched and dry for some time, must 


be filled if the cholera were to be 
subdued. 8o inhabitants from vil- | 
lages far and near flocked to the 


capital carrying “gurrahs’’ of water, 

which were emptied into the holy 
tank whether they had been brought 

from some badly-infected district or 
not. Each villager, feeling that he 
had cone all in his power to avert 
the calamity, returned happily 
enough, little realizing that perhaps 
he was destined to die on his several 
days’ march back or was carrying in- | 
fection to his hitherto unaffected 
home from this city cf mud-roofed 
houses, in which dwell huddled to- 
gethe’ some 120,000 exceedingly dirty 
inhabitants. |

such ignorant wretches, who will go 
down to the river, wash themselves 
| and their clothes, throw all refuse 

into it, and then drink of its water 

in preference to that brought through
